But it is not 
so much with the history of t ceme 
tery as with the people buried to it 
that we have to deal. A volume might 
be filied with the mere list of all the 
celebrated men and women buried to 
il, for, as Victor Hugo wrote, “being 
buried in Pere Lachaise ts like having 
mahogany furniture—a sign of ele 
gance.” 

In Pere Lachaise the monument 
which attracts most visitors ts that of 
Abelard and Heloise, the two most fa- 
mous lovers in the world, The monu- 
ment was first erected 637 yoars after 
their death and brought to Pere La- 
chaise in 1817 from the museum where 
it had been during the revolution, An- 
other famous lover, Alfred de Mumet, 
lies buried not far from the two wil 
lows over the graves of Heloise and 
Abelard, David, the painter; Rachel, 
the actress; Balzac, Scribe, Michelet 
and many other well known folk He 
hear at hand. Admiral Sir Syduey 
Smith, Lord Seymour and other well 
known Englishmen are to be found fo 
other portions of the cemetery, while

“Old Hoss” Radbourne, Greatest 
of All Pitchers. 


THE HERCULES OF THE GAME 


His Marvelous Feat of Pluck, Strength 
and Endurance That Won the Pen- 
nant For Providence in 1884—A Ree- 
ord In Games Won. 


Pitchers may come and pitchers may 
go, but the name of “Old Hoss” Rad- 
bourne goes on forever, 1 have talked 
to many great ball players who have 
lamented to me the fact that baseball 
fame is so ephemeral that It was not 
worth the gatning, and, while no doubt 
this is in a great measure true, there 
Is one pitcher gwho has left a name 
that promises to roll on for many, 
many years, 

Each year hundreds of pitchers claim 
attention of the world, and each year 
they are promptly forgotten. But [ll- 
hols produced a man who, although 
how years deceased, has a brighter 
name than any of the great multitude, 

In the great campaign of 1884, when 
the Providence club, then a member of 
the National league, was fighting a bit- 
ter game with Philadelphia, a catastro- 
phe occurred that seemingly would 
disrupt its chances of winning the pen- 
hant. A player named Sweeney, who 
Was pitching, was ordered to go Into 
right fleld to change places with “Cy 
clone” Miller, At that time it was not 
permissible to take a pitcher out of the 
game, Whereupon Sweeney promptly 
walked ont of the game, leaving the 
team with only eight men and with 
one pitcher, Charles Radbourne. 

Two men tried to cover the field, 
With the result that Providence was 
completely snowed under, A meeting 
of the directors was held to decide 
Whether or not the club should be dis 
banded. Certainty 9 profesional team 
was never in a serrier plignt. 

Radbourne was approached and the 
proposition put to him, “I ean win it 
all right,” aald he quietly and in a 
matter of fact tone. 

And then followed the most remark- 
able battle for a pennant that the 
world las ever seen, Radbourne es 
tablished a record that bas never been 
equaled, one that will live when tore 
expensive contests will have been 
bilssfully forgotten. Of twenty-seven 
consecutive games Radbourne woo 
twenty-six, In four games with Bow 
ton Le had three shutouts, only one 
run was scored and only seventeen 
hits were made, This defeat was suf- 
fered at the hands of Buffalo by a 
score of 2 to 0, and even then only 
five hits were made off him, showing 
that the defeat was not due io poor 
pitching. Needless to say, Providence 
won the pennant, or, rather, Rad- 
bourne won the pennant, 

Rut the great player bad to pay the 
price, No arm could stand the awful 
strain without great agony. Morning 
after morning when Radbourne arose 
be could not lift bis arm as high as 
his waist. Te bad to brush bis hair 
with bie left band, But he did not 
give up the game, He would slip ott 
to the park about two hours before 
the rest of the team put in an ap 
pearance and would begin the exeru- 
clating process of Minbering up. He 
would pitch the ball only a few feet 
when he would first go out, but he 
would keep on trying time after time, 
rubbing his arm with his left hand. 
Bometimes his face would be drawn 
up Into contortions, but never a word 
of complaint left bis ipa, 

Hlalf an bour before the game was 
to begin the players would slip out to 
tee how “Old Toss” was getting along 
They Would sit stlently on the bench, 
waiting for bis arm to get Into condl- 
tion, When he was able to throw 
from second to home base a rousing 
cheer would go up, for they knew 
that meant the winalng of the game 
for them, 

Radbourne claimed for his home 
Bloomington, lu, After his great sea- 
son with Providence managers all over 
the country were upon bis heels, Flat. 
teclug offers poured in, and he was not 
uider contract with Providence for the 
next season either, When the contest 
wus over the late Ned Allen, president 
of the team that season, sent for Rad 
bourne, He lald the release before 
him and close beside it a blank con. 
tract, Radbourne looked at them both 
for several minutes and then slowly 
took up a pen and filled the blank out 
for a sum only $2,000 higher than he 
had been getting and tore up the re 
lease, Allew almost fell on bis neck 
and wept for joy. 

Radbourne’s last year in baseball was 
with Cincinnati in 1801, but it was a 
sad year, It seems a pity that the ca- 
reer of so great a ball player should 
tud so sadly, That year his work 
showed great deterioration, for the aw- 
ful strain made In 1884 was beginning 
to tell on his arm, At the end of the 
season he was too proud to go into 
minor league baseball and so entirely 
withdrew from the game, He return- 
ed to Bloomington, where he opened a 
billiard hall, Te had Httle to say and 
In unwinking silence would sit in a 
corner and watch the young men laugh 
as they played, He would talk about 
himself only when cornered, and then 
but for a few short words, He had al- 
ways heen an ardent fisherman, hunter 
end sportsman, but he gave up the 
vpen life, Each year his taciturnity 
Increased until he became almost sul- 
len, 

After a time he gave up his billiard 
hall and retired Into the obscurity of 
hia home, seldom letting people see 
him. At last, In 1807, he fell IM and 
foon passed away, — Portlond Ore

AKIMALS OF BORNEO. 


Curious Species In Northwest Part of 
Island Near Sarawak. 


Mr. J. Hewitt, curator ot ine Gov- 
efnment Museum at Kuvshing, the 
capital of his Highness Rajah 
Brooke’s territory of Sarawak, in 
Northwest Borneo, over ¢hich the 
British Government exercises a bene- 
volent protection, has a unique know- 
ledge of the natural history of thot 
state, and, indeed, of the whole of 
Borneo; and his occasional caitribu- 
tioas on the subject to The Uazeite 
of the former state deservs a much 
wider ciculation, Sarawak hes for 
many years enjoyed a great fame for 
her luxuriant vegetation and her 
wealth of animal life. The glowing 
accounts of the early ¢xplorers—- 
Wallace, Boeccari, and the more mer- 
conary orchid seekers—all contribute 
to cveate a feeling of admiration— 
almost, indeed, of reverence—for this 
favored isle. Everybody knows that 
this is the land of the orang outang, 
of wondrous insects, and of awe. 
inspiring miasmatic swamps; and 
when some writers even add that in 
the unexplored interior there lives o 
race of human beings still endowed 
with the long-lost tail of our remote 
ancestors, the imagination conjures 
up all sorts of prehistoric animale 
and plants. 

Mr. Hewitt, in his latest contribu. 
tion to this interesting branch of 
natural science, deals with some of 
the more interesting rarities found 
in Sarawak. Beccari has already 
mentioned one— a specimen of Ptile 
cercus Lowii, a singular creature, be 
lieved at that time to be found only 
in Borneo, but which has since been 
discovered in the Peninsula, The 
specimen which Beccari saw was 
shown to him by the colonial sur. 

eon of Labuan. It is an arboreal 
nsectivorous mammal about the siz 
of the common squirrel; and ite 
peculiarity lies in ite long tail, whieh 
is bare and scaly like that of a rat 
for about the first half, but has the 
extremity thickly covered at the sider 
with long hair after the manner o' 
the barbs of a feather.

Mosque of Ibrahim Aga. 
As every ote who visits Rome goes 
to St. Peter's, 60 erery one who visits 
Cairo goes to the mosque of Moham- 
med Ali in the citadel, a gorgeous build. 
ing tn a magnificent situation, the in- 
terior of which always makes me think 
of court functions aud of the pomp of 
life rather than of prayer and self de 
nial. More attractive to we is the 
“blue mosque,” to which b returned 
again and again, enticed almost as by 
the fascination of theeliving blue of a 
summer sky. 

This mosque, which is the mosque of 
Ibrahim Aga, but which ts familiarly 
known to its lovers as the “blue 
mosque.” Hes to the left of a ran. 
shackle street and from the outside 
does not look specially Inviting, Eveo 
when I passed through its door and 
stood In the court beyond at Grat I fe't 
hot ite charm. All looked old and 
rough, unkempt and In confusion, The 
red and white stripes of the walls and 
the arches of the arcade, the mean Iit-

The background of 
them is a milky white upon which t« 
an elaborate fattern of purple and 
ilue, generally conventional and rep 
resentative of no known object, but 
occasionally showing tall trees some- 
what resembling cypresses, Tut tt ts 
impossible In words adequately to de 
scribe the effect of these tiles and of 
the tiles that line to the very roof the 
tomb house on the right of the court 
They are like a ery of ecstasy golog 
up io this otherwise not very beautl 
ful moaque. They make It unforgetta 
ble; they draw you back to It again 
and yet again, On the darkest day of 
winter they set something of summer 
therery In the saddest moment they 
proclaim the fact that there ta joy to 
the world; that there was joy Ip the 
hearts of creative artista years upon 
years ago. If you are ever in Calro 
and sink Into dépreasion, go to the 
“blue mosque” and see If it does not 
have upon you an uplifting moral ef 
fect. And then, If you like, go on 
from tt to the Gamia el Movoyad, 
sometimes called El Ahmar (the red), 
where you will Ond greater glories 
though no greater fascination, for the 
ttles bold their own among all the 
wonders of Cairo,—Robert Hichens tn 
Century.
